‘Suppression Area 


Almost 400  elaime have been 
made by Alberta farmers suffering 


crop losses from hail in a storm 
July 26, which swept diagonally 
across the province, the Alberta 


Hail Insurance Boara reported on 
Tuesday. 

The board also noted “some 
losses" Within the hail suppression 
area in the Calgary district. 

The July 26 storm cut a swath 
from Sylvan Lake northeast thru 
Morningside, Ferintosh, Duhamel, 
Roundhill and north as far as Lac 
la Biche. 


A board spokesman said hail so 
far this season has not been as 
serious as in 1956 but the season 
still had two months to go with 
the normal peak hitting in August. 

Questioned about hail in the sup- 
pression area, the spokesman said 
claims have been about the same 
as last year but actual damage is 
difficult to estimate. Many of the 
farmers in the area paid out for 
hail suppression rather than for 
hail insurance, so when hail storms 
occurred in the area they were 
difficult to trace by claims.

Don't tell me — let me guess. 
you're so busy these days that you

freezing time beginning. 

If you would like to make a salad 
for supper tonight but the hay- 

makers in your family hate salads 
— here's a hearty salad that may 
please them. I've tried it and it’s 
good. 

BAKED BEAN SALAD 
1's cups well drained 
baked beans 
‘1, cup grated carrot 
2 tbsp. finely diced 
green pepper 
Tomato french dressing 
‘recipe below) 

1 cup shredded cabbage 

1 tbsp. finely diced onion 

Salt and pepper. 

Blend dry ingredients, add oil and 
vinegar and boil one minute. Beat 
with rotary beater to combine. 
Add tomato soup and chill. 

This quantity will be enough for 
many salads. HE keeps well in the 
refrigerator. Shake before using. 

It’s a real satisfaction to see your 
shelves filled with jars of fruit and 
vegetables or your deep freeze full 
of neat packages, isn't it? It is a 
lot of work, too! If you are can- 
ning, member, it is very import- 
ant to have all your equipment 
clean and sterilized. Of the three 
methods of canning. boiling water 
bath, oven camping and pressure 
cooker canning — this last — the 
pressure cooker way, is the recom- 
mended one as it heats the food 
to a higher temperature than the 
others. It therefore reduces possi- 
bility of spoilage. The oven meth- 
od is very risky because of the 


danger of sealers blowing up. More |

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CLEAR OUT THOSE WEED 
PATCHES: This time of year the 
good farmer is doing his best to 


summerfallow and kill weeds in 
the crop with spray. But all too 
dften they overlook the small 
patches of weeds in fence lines, 
corners of fields, pastures and on 
roadsides. 

These patches of weeds can well 
be the cause of creating new infes- 
tations if they are not eliminated. 

For fence line and patch spray- 
ing, a broad jet nozzle attached to 
your weed sprayer is the ideal way 
of dealing with them. We have 
such a nozzle and hose available 
here and will loan it to you for this 
kind of work. All you have to do 
is ask me about getting it on loan. 

Some people have the idea that | 
it is the responsibility of the muni- | 
cipality to control the weeds on!

our best to cover most of the roads, | 
still some weeds may be missed. 

According to the weed act it 
states that: “Land means and in- 
cludes not only all lands owned or 
occupied or controlled by any per- 
son, but also means and includes 
the land up to the center line of 
all contiguous roads or road allow- 
ances, highways, streets or lanes.” 

Weeds that have a wind borne 
seed such as thistles, should by all 
means be cut down or otherwise 
eliminated to reduce the danger 
of ripened seeds being carried by 
the wind to new locations not al- 
ready infested with weeds.
